The attitude of Justin McCarthy and

At present they are not disposed to 
take part in the conflict over the lead- 
ership, as they regard the pledges given 
by the liberal party as satisfactory to 
the claims of Ireland. Much depends 
upon the attitude of Sir William Ear- 
court, chancellor of the exchequer and 
Mr. Gladstone's tried lieutenant in the 
house 
of 
commons.

eeems to 
be the 
only 
possible 


leader 
of

liberals in 
the 


house of commons. Should he consent 
to serve under Lord Bosebery, muchoJ 
the ministerial difficulty would be re- 
moved, although' minor causes of em- 
barrassment would remain. It is im- 
possible for any liberal commoner to 
oppose any item of the Newcastle pro- 
gramme merely with a view to eject- 
ing a government headed by a peer; 
bat if Sir William and other ministers 
dislike the plan of the new regime, 
dissolution of parliament is more likely 
than a reconstruction of the cabinet. 


The summoning of members from 


the south side and the front bench to 
take seats in the cabinet is regarded 
as unlikely. 


Another series of questions is in-

It is endless guesswork concerning the

There is no doubt, however, that 
the caucus managers and wire-pullers 
and many clubmen of 'the government 
party prefer Sir William Harcourt to 
Lord Kosebery in the premiership. 
The extremists among themselves de- 
clare absolutely that they will not

islator and the Fatal Wounding of 


Two Bystanders by Another 


Member of the Legislature. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn , March 4.—The most 


sensational tragedy in the history of 
Mississippi occurred at Kosciusko, the 
county seat of Atalla county, yester- 
day. 


S. A. Jackson, a member of the state 


legislature and one of the most prom- 
inent politicians In the state, was shot 
and instantly killed, and Samuel Rus- 
sell and William Sanders, two Inno- 
cent bystanders, were fatally wounded 
by Rev. W P. Ratliffe, also a member 
of the legislature and one of the lead- 
ers of the populist party m Missis- 
sippi 


The tragedy was the culmination of 


a political feud of longstanding which 
was brought to a climax by a bitter 
newspaper controversy 
Ratliffe pub- 


lished an editorial m his paper, the 
Vindicator, reflecting on Jackson's 
vote in the recent contest !n the legis- 
lature over the election of a successor 
to United States Senator Walthall. 
Jackson replied in >t card in another 
paper in which he denounced Ratliffe 
as a liar 


The two men met at the courthouse 


in Kusciosko yesterday, for the first 
time since the publication of Jackson's 
article. There was a large crowd on 
hand attending a bankrupt sale by the 
sheriff 
No one noticed the meeting of 


the two men until they began scuffling 
m the courthouse door 
Both Ratliffe 


and Jackson pulled their revolvers and 
began a terrible duel to the death 
When the smoke of battle cleared away 
Jackson was found with a bullet hole 
in his forehead, while his right arm 
near the shoulder was shattered by a 
glancing shot aimed at his head. A 
few feet away lay Samuel Russell and 
William Sanders, two bystanders, with 
mortal wounds 
Russell was shot 


through the head and expired in a few 
minutes 
Sanders was shot in tha 


thigh, and was expected to die before 
morning 


Ratliffe discharged every chamber 


of his revolver and finding that he 
had no more ammunition, he coolly 
stood and watched the writhing of his 
victims, until the sheriff arrested him 
and took him to jail. 


Rev W. P Ratliffe was the populist 


nominee against John S Williams, 
democrat, of Yazoo City, at the elec- 
tion in 1893, but he did not carry a sin- 
gle county in the district.
